the district championship, running a low score of 25 to beat the Scappoose 
Indians who ran a team score of 58. 

lhe 1-2 punch of Astoria, Tomas Morrissey and Gordon Eckert took the first and second 

place titles, both running personal records of over 30 seconds from the previous year. They 

were closey followed by teammates Drew Gustafson (7"), lan MacDougall (8"), Johnny 

Wilson (10"), Jason Holyoak (12") and Jonnie Dunne (16"), Junior ¢ ‘lay Barrick, ran his first

JV race of the season winning the JV district race by 32 seconds. A new member of the team 
this year, senior, Jacob Berezay, placed third for the JV. Astoria also had five more 
competitors racing in the JV race, sophomores, James Owen, Ben | illey and Wille TenEyck, 
along with freshmen, Nic Faulkner and Josh Banta. 
The team improved to its peak at Eugene when they brought home a Fourth place trophy from 
the state meet. Astoria’s top runner and boys team captain, Tomas Morrissey, ran a time of 16:04 to 
place third overall in the 3A division. “It was bittersweet race, | put out a good effort and with a 
third place finish you can’t be too discouraged.” His time would have won the state meet 60% of 
the years it has been held since 1957. Gordon Eckert raced to an 11" place finish beating his 
personal record by 48 seconds.

jor the Astoria Boys Track team the ‘04 season was one of the best. The team had 7 boys compete at the state competition including 
two new freshmen. Finishing his first season, Steven Wentworth took second in the 100, 200 and 4x400 relay at the district me: 
qualifying him for state in all three events. Freshmen, Nick Alfonse also made it to state in the 4x400 and placed 4th in the open 46 
meter dash at districts. As for the veteran runners, senior Angelo Schauermenn ran his best season Running a personal record of 40.44 iy] 
the 300-hurdles and 15.54 in the 110-hurdles making him ranked first in the league and around 4th in state. The night before 
districts, Schauermann was injured while participating in a soccer game. His injury knocked him out of the running for statd 
but didn’t stop him from being the boys team MVP and scoring the most points for the team.

in the State playoffs. Astoria took on Central in the second round of action in Independence, 
Astoria, technically the home team, traveled to Central because of field conditions.
